On one occasion he was in an upper room 
on a bed, thinking of a fight which was 
soon to come off. In the room below were 
a pious man and woman reading the Bible. 
Oue of the voices repeated the sentence:— 
“When God rises up in judgment how shall 
we meet him?” He was thinking how he 
should mect, and spar with, and overcome 
his fellow men; but*these words diverted 
his thoughts: ‘“‘ How sliall I meet God?”

every sinner out of hell. You see on: the 
bills I’m called ‘the converted collier-— 
that’s better than ‘Reverend’ See that 
you get that word to your name—c-o-n- 
v-e-r-t-e-d. I was five-and-twenty years a 
sinner. Ab, perhaps you say, Yes, and 
you're a sinner still. So I am, bot there 
are two sorts of sinners; there’s pardoned 
sinners and unpardoned sinners; there’s sin- 
ners on the road to heaven aud sinners on 
the road to hell; there’s happy sinners aud 
miserable sinners. ‘The wages of sin is 
death, but the gift of God is eternal life, 
through Jesus Christ oar Lord’ ” 

He regards his mission as peculiarly to 
the working classes, and it undoubtedly is 
so, and he preaches in the courts and alleys, 
in the streets, lanes, and market places, 
railway stations and parks, Wherever he 
goes he is preaching. Last week, one or 
two parties, anxious to benefit the poor, en- 
gaged St. Martin’s Hall, a large and beau- 
tiful hall in a very central place in Lordon, 
and they paid for the use of the building 
for the whole week about $250. It will 
bold at least 2,500 to 3,000 people, and it 
was well filled with working people every 
evening, and densely crowded the last eve- 
ning, and the interest of the meetings in- 
creased to the last. Many souls every eve- 
ning professed to find the Saviour; every 
succeeding evening the tide of blessing 
seemed to rise higher and higher, and the 
last evening it was a time of harvest. At 
least forty souls that evenidg professed to 
have found Christ before they lef. the in- 
quirer’s room; and many Who did not go 
into that room at all were believed to have 
found pardon and peace. 

I was present one evening when Mr. 
Weaver’s text was: “There is joy in the 
presence of the angels of God over one 
sinuer that repenteth, more than ninety-and- 


There were certainly two thousand persons 
present. He preached about an hour and 
twenty minutes, the intense interest of the 
audieuce being not merely kept up, but in- 
creased to the last. He spoke of the guard- 
ianship of angels, and some of his express- 
ions and illustrations were very original and 
striking. 

“The angels of God,” said he, “are in- 
teresied in every man and woman in this hall. 
O, let us rejoive that we’ve got a compan- 
ion who says, ‘I will never leave thee nor 
fursake thee.’ It’s hard work to make way 
up the hill, ain’t it, brother? Never fear! 
it may be Michael or Gabriel, but I firmly 
believe my guardian angel stands by me, 
and yon know it only took one angel to 
smite all Senacherib’s army. | 

“ Look at poor Lot in Sodom. There he 
is, poor old fellow, in the midst of iniquity, 
and pollution, and filthy sinners, a righteous 
man ina city so unclean that God won’t 
endare it, and is going to burn it up; but 
before one splash of tire comes down he 
sends his angel to save Nis servant, Lot 
hears a rap at his door one night, and he 
sees three strangers there. He quickly 
tukes ‘em in, like it says, ‘ Be not forgetful 
to entertain strangers, for thereby some 
have entertained angels unawares.’ | Well, 
next morniug they begin to tell old Lot 
something about it, how God was going to 
rain down fire on Sodom; and so Lot be- 
gins to see about getting off. He burries 
his wife—oh, she was a trouble to him. 
Biess God, I’ve got a good wife. God 
bless all you working men’s wives as try to 
help ‘em aud make home happy for ’em.— 
Well, before one blaze of fire drops down 
from God on Sodom, the angels take just 
Lot awuy from the doomed city. 

‘* Here is Joshua, got over Jorden. He’s 
an undaunted man; ail he thinks about en- 
emies is, ‘let’s go and fight’em,’ and we

PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


Dr. Winship of Boston, who, by his lec- 
tures on physical education and wonderful 
fetes of strength,-has created quite a sen- 
sation, gives the following account of the 
means by which be has improved his health 
and constitution. Some of these rules are 
very suggestive, aud might be followed to 
great advantage by many persons. Says 
Dr. Winship: 

I was nearly seventeen years of age be- 
fore I seriously urdertook to improve my 
physical condition. I was then but five’ 
feet in hight and a hundred pounds in weight. 
I was rather strong for my size, but not 
strong for my years, and my health was not 
vigorous. 
age, five feet seven inches in hight, and one 
hundred and forty-eight pounds in weight. 
My strength is more than twice that of any 
ordinary man, and my bealth is as excellent 
as my strength. 

What has produced this astonishing 
change in my physical condition daring tke 
jJast vine years? I will attempt to sum op 
a few of the proximate causes that may

12th, I have paid & fue regard ‘to bath- 
ing, without, however, tindering myself am- 
phibious, or carrying 5 good thing to ex- 
cess. 

I have been’ particular that every 
portion of my dress shotld be as loose and 
easy as the freest actionof my muscles and 
limbs would demand. 

During these nine years, while endeavor- 
ing to promote my physical welfare, I have 
made the following discoveries: :

2d. That one means of improving my 
health was to increase my strength. | 

3d. That the stronger I became, the 
healthier I became. 

4th. That it was as easy for me to in- 
crease the strength of my body as it was 
that of a magnet. 

5th. That by developing my body har- 
moniously, I could preclude the possibility 
of hernia, or any othey serious injury, that 
otherwise might arise from an extreme vio- 
lent action of mascles. 

6th. That lifting, if properly practiced, 
was the sarest and quickest method of pro- 
ducing harmonious development; while it 
was also the most strengthening of all ex- 
ercises, and consequently the most healthful. 

Tth. That it was better, while exercising, 
to perform twenty different feats once, than 
one feat twenty times. 

8th. That it was possible for me to take, 
in fifteen minutes, all the gymnastic exer- 
cises that I should need in twenty-four 
hours. 

9th. That I could gain faster in strength 
by forty minutes gymnastic exercise, once 
in two days, than by twenty minutes of the 
same day. | 

10th. That, as my strength increased, my 
exercise should be more intense, but less 
protracted. 

llth. That increase of the muscular 
power was attended with increase of the 
digestive. 

12th. That one means of increasing the 
digestive power, was to increase the mus- 
cular.

have every thing in the righteousness of 
Christ.

There was 
no sorrow connected with his death-bed. To 
this day it is associated, in my mind, with 
every thing that is peaceful, and happy, and 
beautiful. Whenever Lthink of it, I think 
of the gorgeous summer’s sunset, when the 
clouds come there with their many wings to 
be gilded by the departing rays, and to 
catch up and multiply the glory of the 
scene. I watched with the greatest delight, 
as I saw that man’s sun go down.

Again, on page 408, we are told most 
clearly that “our duty and self-proposed 
labor as missionaries should thus be to rouse 
the natives to be more diligent in agricul- 
ture and in cattle breeding ; to impress upon 
them the advantages of ‘both ; tw pulut vut 
to them such articles as are most profitable ; 
and, finally, to place within their reach such 
animals and seeds as can be usefully intro- 
duced for their benefit.” 


DR..KRAPF AS A MISSIONARY. 


Few books, again, could exhibit more 
clearly the happiness and dignity of a mis- 
sionary’s life. Dr. Krapf does not see 
many of the intellectual difficulties and pro- 
blems that encompass a missionary’s path ; 
but he is a sincere and humble believer, 
patient, indefatigable, and courageous. We 
may, therefore, place entire confidence in 
his assertion that his life as a missionary has 
been full of happiness. No man could de- 
ceive himself less as to the results of his 
mission. He owns that he worked through 
a very long and anxious time at one of his 
stations, without any other visible effect 
than the partial conversion of a cripple. 
But the missionary who is above the petty 
hypocrisy of pretending that he has achieved 
a miraculous success, learns to look into the 
remote future, and to enjoy it almost as if 
it were present. Dr. Krapf sees East 
Africa as it may be after centuries have 
rolled away, and this cheers and ennobles 
him. He acknowledges that constant, per- 
sonal, familiar intercourse, is the only way 
of touching and enlightening the heart. But 
he observes that everything must have a 
beginning, and that the value of a mission- 
ary’s labors cannot be ascertained until he 
has long mouldered in the dust.—Suturday 
Review.

The Library for women, our readers will 
be glad to learn, is no longer a speculation, 
but a reality. Two years ago, the subject 
was brought to public attention by a large 
public meeting, held in Dr. Chapin’s church, 
at which Henry Ward Beecher and James 
T. Brady made earnest and effective appeals 
in its behalf. The project took such strong 
held upon the judgment and the sympathies 
of those present, that over $3,000 were con- 
tributed on the spot to carry it into execu 
tion. Since that time, although little pains 
have been taken to keep it before the pub- 
lic, practical and energetic measures have 
been prosecuted for the establishment of 
the library. A charter was procured from 
the Legslature, the Board of Trustees 
vamed in it was organized, books were pur- 
chased, rooms engaged, furnished, and filled, 
and, thanks exclusively to the steady and 
intelligent effurts of the lady in whose sym- 
pathetic convictions the project had its ori- 
gin, the Woman’s Library is now an estab. 
lished fact. 

Rooms have been taken in the University 
building on the second floor, and fronting 
on Washington square, They are spacious, 
accessible, retired, and in every way pleas- 
ant and attractive. . 4,000 volumes 
are already upon the , Comprising 
the best works of the standard authors of 
the language, and selected with special ref- 
erence to the tastes and necessities of those 
for whom the library is designed. No at- 
tempt has been made to secure rare works, 
or books useful only to students or persons 
interested in special departments of litera- 
ture. Sach wants are already very well 
supplied in the various public libraries in 
the city. This collection is essentially pop- 
ular in its character—intended to sapply 
the reading which the lirgest number of 
those who need such an institation will re- 
quire. History, Travels, Memoirs, Novels, 
Poetry, Medicine, Art, are all abandantly 
represented on the shclvés by the best aud 
most interesting productions in each depart- 
ment. The walls are lumg with very fine 
engravings, and the tables are covered with 
elegantly illustrated works, which gratify 
the taste and minister to that love of the 
beautiful which is univetsal among women. 
The books have been perchased with great 
care and at ve7y low prices—the whole col- 
lection having cost but jittle over $1,000. 

Of course this is intended only as the 
beginning of what the Woman’s Library of 
New York shall eventgally become But 
it has been very wisely thought by the pro- 
jectors aod patrons of the en , that 
nothing would more eff-doally demonstrate 
the necessity of sach an institution, or more 
thoroughly silence the doubts that wave 
been expressed in regard to its utility, than 
the actual opening of a jibrary, however 
small, for the exclasive us of women.— JV.

DR. KRAPF’S TRAVELS IN AFRICA. 


It would be difficult to find a volume 
which cuts more completely across the silly 
popular platitude that missions to the hea- 
then are useless, and that wise men would 
confine themselves to our own heathens at 
home. It is strange that if a man goes 
merely to hunt, or to make geographical 
discoveries, he is loudly applauded by the 
very people who speak slightingly of mis- 
sionaries. To bring home hundreds of tusks, 
and teeth, and skins; or to show where a 
river rises and what is the altitude of a 
mountain range, is thought a noble achieve- 
ment; but to have crossed the plains where 
the elephants range, and to have ascended 
these unknown heights in order to give the 
greatest of blessings to the men who live 
there, is thought Quixotic and derogatory to 
the wisdom of civilized man. The real 
facts are just the other way. Missionaries 
are the best of explorers, and the surest, be- 
cause, if they are honest and wise, the most 
innocent of political agents. The passion 
for foreign travel, for arduous physical trials, 
and for a life among the haunts of uncivili- 
zed man, is almost irresistible in many 
European minds. There is not the slight- 
est reason why this desire should not be 
gratified, although those who feel it also feel 
pity for the fallen and miserable condition 
of the savage, and believe that the gospel 
was not exclusively intended for whites in 
easy circumstances. Dr. Krapf and his 
colleagues have rendered the most valuable 
assistance to Captain Speke and the other 
chief explorers of Eastern Africa, and by 
their own journeyings, and their own in- 
quiries of the natives, have largely con- 
tributed to the most important geographical 
discovery of modern times—namely, that 
the eentee of Africa io mut uccupled, as was 
formerly thought, by a chain of mountains, 
but by a series of great inland lakes, some 
of which are hundreds of miles in length. 
Hardly any one discovery has thrown so 
much light on the formation of the earth’s 
surface as this. 

It bas been found that the most efficient 
means of reaching the heathen, whether 
cultivated like those of India and China, or 
degraded like the Zulus in the South Africa, 
is to show first the superior purity of Chris- 
tianity, it (and it alone) satisfying the spirit- 
ual wants of man here and hereafter, and 
as the neccessary consequence that it begets 
the highest civilization. It is thus that 
Williams built boats in the South, and Ham- 
lin, of the American Board, established a 
bakery at Constantinople. Krapf was not 
one of the kind of missionaries represented 
by “a man going about with a Bible under 
his arm,” and nothing more. So far from 
this being a true picture,\Krapf always, 
first, humbly (for he seems to be far more 
than ordinarily an humble and a modest 
man) yet firmly preached Christ and him 
crucified, and the necessity of inward puri- 
fication ; and, secondly, a correct outward 
life and constant improvement in material 
affairs, as a better house, finer cultivation of 
land and more skill in mechanic arts. He 
aud Rebmann not only showed the natives 
how to build more comfortable dwellings, 
but actually sent to England and Germany 
for carpenters and blacksmiths. We have 
noted so many paragraphs which he and 
Rebmann have written down, on “ the open- 
ing up, and the development and civiliza- 
tion of a country, and, in short, every effort 
for the amelioration of our race,” that it 
would take entirely too much space to insert 


them. would, gall stention 10, 


Persecution, so hard to bear by those on 
whom it is inflicted, is neither agreeable nor 
honorable to those who practise it.

Forced prayer’ are neither useful 
to you before God, nor honorable before 
men. That, I think, is a simple and easy 
way of living in peace with the Church. 
The Government will gain by it, and so will 
the Church. I have the honor to be, &c., 
“+ Avexis, Archbishop of Chambery.” 


Count Cavour’s reply, which bears the 
same date, is as follows: 

“ Monseigneur,—I sincerely thank your 
Grace for the advice you are pleased to 
offer me, before accomplishing the act of 
separation which is to put an end to our 
official intercourse.

We have not yet seen a full account of 
the proceedings of the Pacific Conference, 
and it is barely probable that they too have 
given expression to the same thing, although 
it is not looked for by many. It is true, 
however, that the Christian conscience in 
California is overwhelmingly in favor of 
those great principles which underlie the 
vital questions of a Sunday Law and the 
Bible in our Common Schools. It is not 

merely an opinion, but a matter of earnest 
action. An issue rides upon it, and a pur- 
pose, a miglity trust in right, an awakened 
living conscience will yet take it to a final 
The ecclesiastical bodies who have given 
forth deliverances, and reiterated them, do 
but speak out the great will and moral sense, 
and, what is more, the united, resolved, in- 
flexible conscience of the churches. Before 
it, resistance, opposition however ‘lordly, 
clamorous, and persistent, must yield. We 
know that men in high places, we know that 
thousands in our popular gardens and saloons 
denounce the resolutions of the “ fanatical” 
- Methodists and the “bigoted” Presbyteri- 
ans, and that a “liberal” press gives ora- 
cular responses, in words that we quote from 
a city sheet: “It is not possible to procure 
a law to that effect.” Not possible! The 
man who wrote it may be astonished to see 
ere long how impossibilities vanish before a 
Christian conscience set upon its work, and 

especially upon such a work. 

What if it takes time! Time is nothing, 
a thousand years only a day, when God 
calls the Christian to his work. The ques- 
tion is not so much, how soon? or how 
long? but “ What wilt thou have me to do?” 
It may take time; let it. The time will 
come when California will have a Sabbath, 
when the Bible shall be in all her Public 
Schools by the authority of law. Nothing 
in the future of this State is surer than the 
success and prevalence of the great princi- 
ples upon which the issue is made; the 
European and the “liberal” against it on 
the one hand, the Christian Conscience for 
it on the other. The predestinations of 
right, truth, seal the grand on-goings of a 
cause so holy, just and great. Oppositions 
will die. Combinations will disastrously 
fail—nothing will prosper that rises against 

_ it. But the life of a Christian Conscience 
knows no death ; its power knows no supe- 
rior except Him from whom that strength 
comes. Its intelligence glows in the light 
of light’s uncreated fountain, and all its in- 
spirations are earnests of “things to come 
at large.” 

The determination of the friends of the 
Sabbath and the Bible to effect the end 
they propose, is a settled thing. They 
know what is before them, they know who 

- is against them.  Intimidations, reverses, 
delays, great labors, they are prepared for. 
They have counted the cost; let not their 
opponents therefore think, that “ discour- 
agements ” will worry the patience and ex- 
haust the strength of that enlightened con- 
science which goes forth divinely ordained 
to its work. In no other section of the 

United States, perhaps, is the influence of 
anti-Christian views at so great a flood as in 
California. In proportion to its inhabitants 
perhaps nowhere else so few in numbers, is. 
the host of Christians to work against it. 
No where else, so important that every man 
of Gideon’s band be found in his place. It 
was in some respects an evil day when the 
band lost even one—but with even such a 
crippling, the victory is not only sure, but 
will be by so much the more memorable.

His 
funeral took place in the Church of the Ad- 
vent. and his remains were taken to Benicia 
for interment. The highest military honors 
were paid the distinguished dead all the 
time he lay in state, and was being borne to 
his last home. 

Gen. Clarke was a native of Connecticut, 
but was appointed to the army, which he 
entered as Ensign of the 11th Infantry, in 
1812. He was brevetted Brigadier Gen- 
eral in 1847, after the taking of Vera Cruz, 


the command of the California Department 
in 1857. 

Lieut. Col. B. L. Beall, 1st Dragoons U. 
S. Army, succeeds in command, as Senior 
Officer in the California Division of the Pa- 
cific department, until further orders from 
Washington. Col. Beall arrived in this 
city from Los Angeles, Sunday night.

Efforts; on Minutes of 
Corresponding Bodies; on Treasurer’s Ac- 
counts; on Place of Next Meeting, Preacli- 
er, and Writer of Circular Letter. The 
Association adjourned to meet Monday 
morning at balf past nine o’clock. 


The great day of the meeting was Sun- 
day. At 9} o'clock in the morning a 
prayer meeting was held which was largely 
attended. This was followed by the regular 
services and a sermon by Rev. D. B. Cheney. 
After the sermon a collection of $100 was 
taken in bebalf of two ministers in afflicted 
and destitute circumstances.

State or Reticion.—The report gave an 
exceedingly encouraging and hopeful review 
of the general condition of thechurches in 
the Association, in view of the circumstan- 
ces surrounding tbem. 

Reuicious Pusiications.—It urged the 
more general support and circulation of 
the Evangel the establishment of church 
libraries from the issues of our various 
honses in the East, and the hearty support 
and co-operation with Rev. O. Crittenden, 
the Missionary Colporteur in this State of 
the A. B. Pub. Society. 

Tuesday till 12 «, was devoted to mis- 
cellaneous business at which time it adjourned 

The next meeting will be held in this city, 
and Rev. C. R. Hendrickson is to preach 
the annual sermon. 

“ This,” says the Evangel, “ is one of the 
oldest, if not the oldest religions body of 
evangelical Christians in this State beyond 
single churches. It is ten years this month 
since it celebrated its first anniversary in 
this city. It then consisted of three churches 
with an aggregate membership of only for- 
ty-three. The churches were from this city, 
San Jose and Sacramento. From so small 
a beginning it increased until in 1857 it 
conteined twenty-four charcbes and six hun- 
dred and twenty-five members. It was then 
divided into three bands, the Sacramento 
Valley and Pacific Associations being form- 
ed soon after, This left the body again 
small, so that in 1858 it coatained only 
eight churches and three hundred and sev- 
enty-two members. Bat again it bas been 
hlessed with increase, so that now it con- 
tains nineteen churches and more than eight | 
huudred members.” 


Narrative of the State of Religion in the 
bounds of the Gencral Association. 


Owing to the imperfect returns of statis- 
tics weare unable to present a full and as 
desirable a report on the State of Religion 
in our bounds as we could wish, 

Since our last annual meeting much work 
and some progress has been accomplished. 
Two new churches have been organized con 
sisting of nineteen members each. One 
new chnrch edifice has been erected ata 
cost of. $7,030, on which but a small debt 
remains; two have been completed which 
had stood some time io an unfinished state. 
Four churches have been entirely freed from 
debt, and the aggregate amount raised for 
church building and church deots, during 
the last year, is not less than thirty. thous- 
and dollars. Upon only three of our church 
buildings does any debt rest, and from two 
of these the incubus is fast disappearing.— 
The effort necessary to place so many houses 
of worship in a habitable condition and to 
lift off sach burdens of debt has been great, 
and in most if not every instance revealed 
a self-denying and heroic spirit as well as a 
great if not lavish liberality on the part of 
our charches and communities, rarely equal- 
ed. It has also necessarily exhausted much 
time, energy and perial labor, which crip- 
pled in some degree that exclusive devotion 
to the immediate wants of the spiritual tem- 
ple so indiapensible to the prosperity of the 
Gospel ao its work of converting souls We 
cherish the brightest hopes that the coming

An increased interest in the cause of Sab- 
bath schools has been nsanifest the Jast year 
and we rejoice that the chorches in some 
instances have received additions from these 
nurseries of the Gospel. 

Our churches and our ministers are a 
unit on all great questions of reform — 
Gn such leading questions as Slaverv, Tem- 
| perance, the Sunday Law, the Bible in 
Schools, as well as kindred subjects, we bold 
to a strong and uncompromising position. 

Our relations with the A. H. M. S. were 
never closer or truer. Our love to that no- 
ble Society never stronger. It is with pro- 
found gratitude to the Great Head of the 
Charch, that we are enabled to express an 
unqualified confidence and pleasure, not on- 
Pa in the present, but in the certainty. we 

eel of a permanent continuance of the fra- 
ternal union and fellowship with our breth- 
ren of the Synod of Alta Califoraia. While 
earnest discussion has characterized the de- 


joint meetings, the result has 
been one sincere congratulation cn the 


part of all who feel the deepest interest in 
the progress of the kingdom of Christ on 
this coast. ~ 

In reviewing the entire field, we feel that 
great progress has been made. Heav 
burdens bave been taken off, and brighter 
prospects beckon the Churches to greater 
labors and successes. But we have to mourn 
the almost total absence of the Pentacostal 
spirit among our people.

October 18th. Conference met at 9 o’clock. 
Rev. F. Buel, agent of the California Bible 
Society, made a report on the work of Bible 
distribution.

ferred to the Finance Committee, and part 
to the Committee on Education. Remarks 
were made by O. Fisher, relative to pur- 
chase of college building in Oregon.

B. W.Taylor’s name 
was called, and the question was put, ‘ Is 
there anything against him? Presiding 
Elder answered, * Yes—first, he left Coult- 
erville without the consent of the Elder :— 
second, he left his work to collect mouey for 
school without consent: third, he butchered 
on the Sabbath.’ On motion, it was resolv- 
ed that to-morrow be observed as a day of 
fasting and prayer.” 


“Old Jack” on Calms. 

Mr. Epitror: If storms and shipwrecks 
are calculated to develope the latent powers 
of the shipmaster, long continued calms as 
certainly tend to manifest his weakness. To 
lie for days and weeks like a “ painted ship 
upon a painted ocean,” with a freight for 
market, and other vessels known to be on 
the way, is decidedly a sore trial of patience 
for poor human nature. Old Jack when a 
boy looked upon sea captains as rather ex- 
alted specimens of humanity, and was in- 
clined to consider it a misfortune in the ca- 
reer of the great Washington that he never 
commanded a ship. Experience, however, 
has sadly humbled Jack’s opinion of the 
autocrats of the quarterdeck ; and perhaps 
no set of circumstances have contributed 
more to do so than the temper testing tropi- 
cal calm. Detested tyrants may excite ad- 
miration in the forecastle by their coolness 
and intrepity in danger; but the meek, pa- 
ticut bearing qualitics which shed their lus- 
tre in passive adversity, are rare in posses- 
sion, and but little calculated to command 
attention. : 

With some shipmasters a calm is a season 
of real agony. They rock themselves upon 
the wheel of probability. “If,” with its 
endless contingencies in the past and future, 
works in the brain, until every phase of 
mental imbecility is manifested, from way- 
ward childishness to downright madness. It 
were perhaps idle to remark that when the 
captain has “a bee in his bonnet,” there 
are stirring times for all hands. In some 
latitudes calms are gonsidered: storm breed- 
ers; in all meridians they are favorable for 
the development of log-book mutinies, ¢. e. 
the natural, and sometimes eventful issues 
of petulant ill temper, fore and aft ; which 
are not unfrequently magnified into “ deeds 
of daring and of crime” in the record pre- 
pared, with a view to ulterior proceedings 
in a court of justice; in like manner as ac- 
counts of storm and tempest are liable to 
receive deepening shades of “overwhelm- 
ing power and devastation” for the particu- 
lar edification of marine insurers. 

That the good ship Zion lies becalmed in 


these latitudes, is well known. It would be 
presumptious in a forecastle man to specu- 
late on the why and wherefore, or presume 
to advise what is best to be done under the 
circumstances; still as the calm is felt by 
many of his shipmates to be so oppressive, 
that they have tacitly agreed to postpone 


up, Jack feels that some features in the 
new experience of revival waiting is im a 
manner forced upon his attention. 

All are confi waiting fora season 
of refreshing ; but” are marked con- 
trasts in the attitudes of many of the breth- 
ren. A considerrble number appear to have 
almost entirely abandeémed stated means of 
grace. Their places are vacant in prayer 
meeting, and frequently in the scantuary. 
They appear cheerful, nevertheless, and talk 
when “cornered” hopefully ofa revival. 
It may be all right, but Old Jack knows 
how hazardous it is to be absent from a ves- 
sel waiting for a”breeze—they may miss 
their passage. 

There are others, again, who are assidu- 
ous in the use of means, but manifestly fret 
in the exercise. They have toiled all night, 


and feel vexed that they do not secure their | 


reward in the morning: 

Old Jack is reminded by the disappoint- 
ment apparent in some parties, of a vessel 
he saw in a port in the West Indies,-some 
fifteen years ago. She had been built in 
the west of Scotland, in the year 1835, to 
the order of a fanatical sect styled the New 
Jerusalemites, who, feeling themselves called 
upon to emigrate to the Holy Land to re- 
build Jerusalem, conceived the idea of dis 
pensing with the ordinary propelling powers 
of wind orsteam. They therefore contracted 
that the vessel should not be furnished with 
masts, yards or sails, as they had determined 
that she should cleave the ocean to her des- 
tined haven by their exercise of the power 
of united faith. On the appointed day the 
anchor was weighed, prayer long and fer- 
vently made ; but, alas! their faith had not 
reached the sailing point, ‘There was a de- 
fect—not in any particular individual, but 
possibly in his neighbor. ‘The sect died a 
natural death ; and the brilliant destiny that 
seemed to await the staunch bark, as her 
keel kissed the waters of the “bonnie 
Clyde,” was changed from transporting 
New Jerusalem saints to the humble duties 
of carrying sugar and molasses. 

Connected with this experimental feeling 
is an obvious inclination in some individuals 
to lay stress upon the speciality of means 
As the breeze frequently comes from a point 
in the natural horizon the most unexpected, 
so the commencement of revivals have been 
traced to sources apparently the most inad- 
equate to produce such results, but clearly 
the best calculated to demonstrate the en- 
tirety of the Spirit’s work. Three poor, 
humble, obscure factory girls, praying in 
solitude in one place, an incidental remark 
in another, a striking providence in a third, 
and so on through a diversity of cases there 
is a perceptible insignificeancy of means 
loudly proclaiming, behold by the grace of 
God, “what a great matter a little fire 
kindleth.” It were idle to attempt to lash 
the calm surface of the ocean into billows 
as an incentive to the wished for gale. It 
is equally foolish to simulate forms that have 
been blessed; the Spirit will inspire the 
means he intends to honor.

Death of Rev. R. Armstrong, D.D. 


It becomes our painful duty to announce 
the death of Rev. Richard Armstrong, D_D., 
President of the Board of Education, who 
died on Sunday morning last, at his resi- 
dence in this city. On Saturday afternoon, 
the Ist of the present month, being on his 
way to Kaneohe on horseback, he was over- 
taken by a rain-storm, and while attempting 
to raise his umbrella the horse took fright 
and threw him to the ground, probably 
stepping upon him at thetime. He lay in 
a perfectly helpless condition for over half 
an hour, when he was found by a China- 
man, Who with the assistanee-of come -na- 
tives, took him to a hut near by, and then 
notified his friends of the accident. He 
was brought to his house in an easy car- 
riage, and placed under the care of Dr. 
Stangenwald. On examining his wounds 
the ribs on his right side were found broken 
in several places, one rib only being dis- 
placed, and corresponding with these frac- 
tures there was found an external bruise. 
A post mortem examination was held on the 
day following, by which it was ascertained 
that five ribs of the right side had been 
broken, and that death ensued from internal 
hemorrhage, the newly united bones having 
been ruptured again by an unfortunate 
movement of the arm, thereby lacerating 
one of the intercostal arteries, 

Mr. Armstrong was at the time of his 
death President of the Board of Educa- 
tion, Member of the Privy Council and 
House of Nobles, Trustee of the Queen’s 
Hospital, Secretary of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Oahu College, a Director of the 
Hawaiian Mis:ionary, Tract and Bible So- 
cieties, and a Member of the Advisory 
Committee of the A. B.C. F.M. As a 
prominent member of this government, Mr. 
A. possessed the full and unqualified confi- 
dence of His Majesty, and we have been 
permitted to copy the following autograph 
letter of condolence from the King to Mrs. 
Armstrong. It shows in what estimation 
he was held by His Majesty, and is no less 
honorable to his heart than itmust be grati- 
fying to the friends of the deceased. 

My Dear Mavam:—lI hope I shall not 
appear intrusive upon your first grief, if I 
hasten to tender you and your family my 
sincerest condolences for the great bereave- 
ment you have sustained under a heavy dis- 
pensation of Providence. 

Your husband, so suddenly removed at 
the very time when all who knew him or 
appreciated his usefulness were hoping to 
see him return to his important avocation, 
was a valued friend of mine, and an efficient 
officer of the government, and I am, toa 
very large extent, a sharer in your loss. 

ieve me, Madam, when I assure you 
that so suddenly did this blow reach me, 
that it is only by degrees that I appreciate 
the magnitude of the loss which you and I 
and the country have sustained.

The funeral was attended on Monday 

afternoon by a large number of the friends 
of the deceased, from his residence to the 
Stone Church, which was filled to its ut- 
most capacity. The corpse was interred in 
the grave-yard adjvining the church.—

CossLes.—The Folsom Telegraph says 
that Pardusses & Son, about one and a half 
miles below Folsom, own a “cobble pit,” 
from which they can furnish cobble stone 
sufficient to pave the streets of every city 
in the State. The pit of stone above re- 
ferred to covers an area of six anda half 
square acres, while in depth it is nearly ten 
feet. Cobbles can be furnished cheaper 
from Folsom than from any other locality 
in the State. 


Hitt anp Lincoitn Rartwary.— 
T. D. Judah, Esq., refutes a statement in 
the Democratic Signal, regarding the pros- 
pects of the Gold Hill and Auburn Railroad. 
He furthermore confirms the announcement 
heretofore made in the Alta, that the grad- 
ing to Lincoln is being completed, and that 
the road will be in operation to that place in 
January next.

The accident ook place on the 
river, about fifteen miles from Stockton.—

ArrRIvVAL oF THE Steamer “ Moses 
Taytor.”— The s oses Taylor, 
John McGowan, Esq., commantiag, arrived 
in this port last evening, having left New 
York July 26th. The Moses Taylor is in- 
tended for the same line with the ill-fated 
Grenada. She reports having taken off and 
conveyed to Lota, Chile, the crew of the 
bark Lantora, which was wrecked on the 
Patagonia coast, as reported by the Gre- 
nada. 


BY PONY EXPRESS 
St. Louis Dates to Oct. 9th. 


It is rumored here that the three new 
steamers sent to the Pacific, for the Tehuan- 
tepec service, have been sold to the Pacific 
Mail Company. Also, that Vanderbilt has 
sold out this side to Capt. Roberts and Moses 
Taylor. 

Vera Cruz dates to the 8th September. 

The Spanish difficulties were reterred to 
Madrid. The Liberals have been success- 
ful everywhere.

Not only is the blight upon the coffee- 
trees, but the indigo, guava, fig, koa, kukui, 
and we know not how many other plants, 
shrubs, and trees are now whithering and 
dying, beneath the fatal and spreading evil.

Mr. Titcomb’s plantation, in Hanalei Valley, 
there is a large orange tree, which, tradition 
says, was planted by the celebrated English 
navigator, Vancouver, in 1793.

ess. As we pass into the country for 
a little relaxation, a little pure air, and a 
view of the God-made country at harvest 
time, we are startled by sudden clicking and 
rattling of machinery in the distance. For- 
getting that we are in the country, our first 
thought is of the railroad; then remeniber- 
ing our location, we thiak of the threshing 
machine, but looking around, the mystery 
is explained. Whirling along at a rapid | 
pace, we see the modern reaper, while before 
it reverently bows the golden grain. Climb- 
ing the fence and hastening the field, we 
find the father, whose h: ‘rs are silvered o’er 
by time, leisurely reclining under the shade 
of some remaining monarch of the forest, 
watching the boys, as they work, and won- 
dering at the ascendency of machinery over 
muscle. But lest we should glory too much 
in present achievements, and forget the 
glory of the past, he is ever ready to say 
a word for the days of yore—to relate sto- 
ries of the toils and struggles of his early 
manhood—of chopping, and logging, and 
buri.ing—of extraordinary days works in 
the harvest field—of cradling four acres in 
a day—of raking and binding, and keeping 
up with the best cradlers in all the country. 
But, he acknowledges, with a shodow of re 
gret, that his working days are over—his 
eyes become dim by reason of age. Yet he 
declares with warmth, that farmers do not 
work as they did in the olden time—that 
thirty years ago he could make more money 
at growing wheat and selling it for five or 
six shillings a bushel than farmers now can 
at double the price. 

But improvements stop only with man’s 
necessity. The reaper was followed by the 
_ Self Raker, and now we have the Binder. 
As fast as the grain is delivered by the rak- 
er, it is bound by a fine wire and removed 
from the platform in the very best condition 
for handling and pitching; as by this sys- 
tem the grain does not pass to the ground 
until bound, very little is scattered, and the 
binder has plenty of time to bind and re- 
move the sheaf before another is cut and 
ready for binding. A fair day’s work for a 
good reaper is about ten acres, and it re- 
quires at least four binders to follow the

e work, ing, of course, a great savin 
of labor. 4 


AGRICULTURE IN CHINA. 


Yang-Ching, the Chinese Emperor whose 
reign commenced A. D. 1723, says:—“ Of 
old time the Emperors themselves plowed, 
and their Empresses cultivated the mulberry 
tree. Though supremely honorable, they 
disdained not to labor, in order that, by 
their example, they might excite the millions 
to lay due stress on the radical principles of 
politicaleconomy. Saoffer not a barren spot 
to remain in the wilderness, or a lazy person 
to abide in the cities. Then the farmer will 
not lay aside the plow and the hoe, or the 
house-wife put away her silk-worms and her 
weaving. Even the productions of the 
hills and marshes, of the orchards and veg- 
etable gardens, and the propagation of the 
breed of poultry, dogs, and swine, will be 
regularly cherished and used in their season 
to supply the deficiences of agriculture.” 

There are few things in the animal or 
vegetable kingdom not converted by the 
Chinese into articles of food, such as birds’ 
nests and sharks’ fins, puppies and poultry, 
snails and sea slogs, rats and radishes, oys- 
ters and ants’ eggs, unhatched chickens and 

-embryo lambs, betel nut and bamboo roots, 
lettoce. and leeks, garlics and guavers, gin- 
seng and ginger, lemons and lichees, plan- 
tains and pomegranates, mangoes and wan- 
gosteens, maise and millet, wheat and barley, 
pampkins and potatoes, turnips and turo, 
onions, eggs and fish in variety for one to 
each duy in the year. The food and mode 
of cooking for four hundred millions of Chi- 
nese, would furnish in the description a 
thick volume, and food for thougbt. 

_ Daring the third moo:—about the month 
of April—occurs the annual ceremony of 
the Emperor plowing. This ceremony used 
to be performed in person by the Emperor, 
but latterly it is sometimes done by proxy, 
the Prime Minister holding the plow in be-

THE POWER (F THE HEART. 


Let any one, while sitting down, place 
the left leg over the knee of the right one, 
and permit it to hang freely, abandoning all 
muscular\control over it. Speedily it may 
be observéd to sway forward and back 
through a limited space at regular intervals. 
Counting the number of these motions for 
any given time, they will be found to agree 
exactly with the beatings of the pulse.— 
Every one knows that, at a fire, when the 
water from the ingine is ferced through bent | 
hose, the tendency is to straighten the hose; 
and if the bend be a sharp one, considera- 
ble force is necessary to overcome the tend- 
ency. Just so itis in the case of the hu- 
man body. The arteries are but a system 
of hose through which the blood is forced 
by the heart. When the legis bent, all the 
arteries within it are bent too, and every 
time the heart contracts, the blood rushing 
through the arteries tends to straighten 
them; and it is the effort which produces 
the motion of the leg alluded to. Without 
such occular demonstration, it is difficult to 
conceive the power exerted by that exquis- 
ite mechanism,the normal pulsation. of which 
are never perceived by him whose very life 
they are.—J. W. Sprague. 


SELECTED RECIPES. 


Cream Cakes.—Take 2 cups of flour, 
1 of butter, half pint of water; boil butter 
and water together, and stir in the flour by 
degrees while boiling ; let it cool, then add 
5 eggs, a quarter of a teaspoonful of soda; 
drop this mixture on tins, and bake in a 
quick oven. 

Inside—One pint of milk, half a cup of 
flour, one cup of sugar, two eggs; beat the 
flour, sugar, and eggs together, then stir it 
into the milk while boiling; flavor with 
lemon. Slit the cakes particularly open af- 
ter baked and cold, and put in the cream 
with a spoon. 


Dericious Tea Caxe.—Beat to a 
cream seven ounces of sweet butter; beat 
to a stiff froth the whites of eight eggs, and 
mix gardually with it one pound of flour, 
together with the butter and a half a nut- 
meg, grate’. Bakein a pan lined with but 
tered papers. Almonds blanched and pound- 
ed may be substituted for the butter. 


Best Sponce Cake —One coffee cup 
of sugar, four eggs beaten to a cream, sal- 
eratus as large as a pea, dissolved ina spoon 
of hot water; one coffée cup of flour, and 
a few drops of lemon. Bake fifteen minutes, 


Svet Puppixne.—Two teaspoonfuls of 
cream of tarrtar, one teaspoonful soda, one 
pint of new milk, half pound of raisins, half 
pound of suet chopped fine, one tablespoon- 
ful salt, put in a bag and boil two hours.— 
For sauce, half teacup of butter, half tea- 
cup of sugar, tablespoonful of flour, nutmeg 
to suit the taste. Stir well together, add a 
little water and cook. 


From the Mercantile Gazette and Prices Current. 
BRAZILIAN CURRENCY. 

Although the commerce of the United States with 
Brazil has of late years been rapidly on the-increase, 
there is, to American readers at least, a certain obscu- 
rity about the currency of the latter country, and the 
market quotations of its products with which we meet, 
that frequently Jeaves us in the dark as to the real val- 
ue of those products in American or British currency. 
Thus, in quoting coffee, the leading export of Brazil in 
which we are interested, there is but little information 
to most readers by the statement that it is worth say 
6.500 per arroba. These mystic figures may be under- 
stood to mean milreie, but their equivalent in our cur- 
rency. or even the quantity represented by the arroba 
of Brazil, are matters which by most persons are but 
imperfectly understood. To throw some light on this 
subject is our present purpose. 

And in the first place it may be proper to say that 
the arroba of Brazil is equa) to 32% Ibs dvordupois, 
but that in usage it is estimated at 82 Ibs. Thue, 70 ar- 
robas are estimated at Rio de Janeiro, to be equal to 
the English ton of 2240 Ibs, and 3% arrobas to the Eng- 
lish hundred weight of 112 Ibs. There are 70 arrobas 
therefore in 14 bags of 160 lbs each, the size of package 
in which coffee is exported. Coffee is always quoted at 
60 many milreis per arroba, and having premised thus 
much, let us consider the value of the milrei. 

Sut here the real source of perplexity commences, 
since the milrei has no fixed value, but is totally de- 
pendent for its worth on the price of sterling exchange. 
It may be said to be but an arbitrary designation of a 
value subject to constant changes, if it really means 
anything more than the price of exchange. As the 


main currency of Brazil is paper, the inflation or con- | 


traction of bank issues advances or reduces the milre: ih. 


giving a fictitious value to every commodity, either of 
domestic production or importation, has crippied labor. 
The reply of an eminent political economist of Rio, to 
some inquiries made by the pricnipal Jaw officer of the 
Treasury Department of Brazil. touching the currency 
forcibly illugtrates this. “Not long since,” says the 
writer, * the complaint of a carpenter was related to 
me. learned, formerly, said he, one mil six hundred 
reis per day, and could always have some little dessert 
upon my table. Now I earn two mil four hundred reis 
per day, and not even an orange can | have.” 

We regret that space will not permit us at present to 
pursue further this (to us at least) interesting subject.— 
Whgt paper money has done for Brazil, it might have 


done long ago for the United States, but for this differ- 
ence, bebe: like individuals, can break here and wind 
up ; in Brazil they cannot, as they are government in- 
stitutions.
